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Memorandum of Conversation 
Feoruary 11, 1988 



On February 10, 1988, 5:40 P.M., David Smith. Council Vice President, and myself 
met with Keven 3. iNelson. Our purpose for meeting was to hand deliver a letter 
to him susoending his registration in the Boy Scout^^meHcan for moral related 
reasons. The meeting took place in my office ^t ^S^^^S^S^ Idaho Falls, Idaho. 

After entering my office, Keven was asked to sit down. I handed him the original 
of the attached letter and requested that he read it. It appeared to me that he 
just glanced over it and then looked up. I asked him, "Did you read the whole 
letter and do you understand it?" He replied, "Yes I did. M 

I told him rhat I was aware of the fact that he had some keys belonging to our 
office and that I needed them back. He then removed 3 keys from his key ring, 
explaining what they were each for as he handed them over. I asked him to look 
at the two checks, made out to him, which were attached to the letter. He was 
asked if there were any other obligatins that we should settle up with him. 
He replied, "No". 

I pointed out to him that the request in the letter to "sever any relations... 
with the 8.S.A." meant from this moment on. Keven said that he understood that. 

David Smith commented that everything transpiring regarding this matter was being 
handled confidentially. Keven had no other matters to discuss.
